GENDER BIAS IN THE ART OF NEGOTIATION 

Women lawyers are as effective as men are even in the most 
competitive environments, says Charles Craver, a law professor at 
The George Washington University's National Law Center. But the 
myth that male attorneys make better negotiators is still 
believed by many of the nation's most influential law firms and 
law schools, Craver says. 

During the past 16 years, Craver has taught legal 
negotiation classes at five different law schools, fertile ground 
to test the theory that females are less effective than males in 
competitive negotiations. Law students at GW, the University of 
Illinois, University of California-Davis, University of Virginia 
and the University of California-Berkeley participated in 
Craver's legal negotiation exercises. 

Craver's findings on gender differences in negotiations will 
soon be released in an article, "The Impact of Gender on Clinical 
Negotiating Achievement," in the Ohio State Journal on Dispute 
Resolution. 

His findings show that there is no "statistically 
significant" difference in negotiation success between men and

women. However, his research does indicate that law students 
involved in negotiation exercises are influenced by gender-based 
stereotypes. Participants assume that males are highly 
competitive negotiators who will always endeavor to win. Women 
negotiators are expected to be more accommodating and less 
competitive. Men and women may approach negotiation tasks 
differently, but, Craver says, their end results are similar. 

•'There is simply no reason to suspect that female lawyers 
cannot attain the same success obtained by their male 
counterparts in any bargaining setting," Craver says. 

He also cautions law professors who teach negotiations to 
examine their own stereotypical beliefs so gender biases do not 
influence their interactions with students. 

A 1971 graduate of University of Michigan law school, Craver 
received the master's degree from Cornell University's School of 
Industrial and Labor Relations in 1968 and the bachelor's degree 
from Cornell in 1967. He is author of Effective Legal 
Negotiation and Settlement and coauthor of Labor Relations Law, 
Employment Discrimination Law, Collective Bargaining and Labor 
Arbitration, and Labor Relations Law in the Public Sector. A 
frequent commentator on labor and negotiation issues, Craver also 
has written numerous law review articles on labor and employment 
law and legal negotiating.
